WASHINGTON (AP) - The 


demands were strong, and they 
were voiced in blunt and angry 
words to top government offi- 
cials. But the poor people who 
brought 
them to Washington 


made it clear they still expect a 
summer-long confrontation with 
their government. 


"We will be back in 10 days," 


promised The Rev. Ralph Aber- 
nathy, leader of the Poor Peo- 
ple's Campaign, at every stop. 
"We will be back for their an- 
swer, not 130 strong but 3,000 to 
5,000 strong." 


"We are going to back up our 


words with the most militant 
nonviolent direct action in this 
country's history," he added. 


Abernathy 
repeatedly used 


"beautiful" Monday to describe 
the day, even though meetings 
ran hours behind schedule and 
the 130 advance troops never 
did 
keep appointments 
with 


some top officials— like Secre- 
tary of State Dean Rusk. 


Emphasis was on the poor of 


varied ethnic groups from all 


of -,the-nationr- Negro, In- 


white— coming together to say, 
in the words of one participant, 
"we're going to find a way to 
make these people do what they 
should do. . .we're tired of liv- 
ing the way we been living. . ." 


And while campaign leaders 


promised over and over again 
they would start no violence in 
Washington, many of the partic- 
ipants indicated they might not 
abide by the same rules back in 
their home towns. 


"We are not coming to Wash- 


ington again," New York's Man- 
uel Ortiz, a Puerto Rlcan, told 
Secretary of Agriculture Orville 
L. Freeman. "This is the last 
time. If our demands aren't 
met, we will stay in those 
ghettoes and tear them down 
brick by brick."

There was no immediate an- 


nouncement on when classes 
would resume. 


Police Commissioner Howard 


R. Leary told newsmen the uni- 
versity had asked police to mob- 
ilize about midnight. He said he 
had witnessed the eviction oper- 
ation and added the police had 
done "an excellent job." 


By 5:30 a.m. the large crowd 


had broken up and students 
stood around in small clusters 
discussing the night's activities. 
At one point many on the cam- 
pus chanted: "Kirk must go, 
Kirk must go" referring to uni- 
versity President Gray son Kirk. 


Earlier Kirk had offered a 


four-point proposal to resolve 
the deadlock saying he would 
accept a student-faculty-admin- 
istration committee to act as a 
court of appeals for any punish- 
ment meted out to the protest- 
ers. 


The sit-in by 500 to 600 demon- 


strators began in protest over 
construction of a controversial

WASHINGTON (AP) - The

This year Negroes won con- 


trol of city governments in 
Cleveland, Ohio, and Gary, Ind. 
In November they're expected 
to gain at least three more seats 
in ths U.S. House of Representa- 
tives. 


That would Increase the num- 


ber of Negro congressmen to 
nine, the highest yet; higher 
even than the seven who served 
at the peak of Negro participa- 
tion in Reconstruction-era gov- 
ernment. 
- 
For years congressional dis 


trict lines Ifenrost . 
were drawn tcFdivide 
community among several pre- 
dominantly white districts. But 
the steady flocking of Negroes 
to urban areas has made such 
draftsmanship Increasingly dif- 
ficult. 


The three new districts ex- 


pected to elect Negroes this fall 


are in New York City, Cleveland 
and St. Louis. 


Rather than run in the new 


districts two of the white incum- 
bents have moved over to tackle 
incumbents 
in adjoining dis- 


tricts and the third one has an- 
nounced his retirement. 


Although having 9 members 


in a 435-member House would 
leave Negroes far short of their 
proportionate weight of about 11 
per cent of the total population, 
their strength in Congress has 
increased steadily, if slowly, 
since World War n. 


Until 1945 only Chicago had 


elected a Negro congressman in 
the 20th century, its South Side 
Negro community having had 
its own representatives since 
1930. 


In 1945 Adam Clayton Powell 


of New York made his flamboyr 
ant entrance 
on the national 


scene; in 1954 Detroit elected its 
first Negro member; In 1958, 
Philadelphia; in 1962, Los An- 
geles—and In 1964 Detroit be- 
came the first city with two Ne- 
gro representatives. 


In 1966 the first Negro senator 
, Reconstruction was elect- 
?1'Edward W. Brooke of Mas- 


sachusetts. 


Some Negro leaders expect to 


pick up more than three seats in 
November, with Los Angeles 
and Chicago offering the best 
prospects.

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Are Census Records Really Confidential? 
1961 Supreme Court Decision Said 'No' 


Full Penalty 
Asked in

s I write this Americans are put- 
ting down on paper the confiden- 
tial facts about their private busi- 


ness for the benefit of the 1967 Census 
of Manufactures, a report due every 
five years. 


Is it confidential, as the Census Bu- 


reau claims, or does this report mere- 
ly convict the government of what it is 
constantly charging private business 
with - misrepresentation, deceit, and 
untruth? 


The current Census of Manufacture 


form, MC-27A (Rev.), declares at the 
top of Page One: 


"NOTICE- Response to this 


inquiry is required by law (Ti- 
tle 13 U. S. Code). By the same 
law, your report to the Census 
Bureau is confidential. It may 
be seen only by sworn Census 
employes and may be used on- 
ly for statistical purposes. The 
law also provides that copies 
retained in your files are im- 
mune from legal process/' 
But a decision of the Supreme Court 


of the United States Dec. 11, 1961, de- 
stroyed the protection formerly given 
Census Bureau reports. The Federal 
Trade Commission, supported by the 
Antitrust Division of the Justice De- 
partment, had asked for Census Bu- 
reau reports and had been refused. The 


federal agencies then went into court. 


In its Dec. 11, 1961 decision the su- 


preme court held that while the actual 
reports in the files of the Census Bu- 
reau were protected this immunity did 
not extend to the copies remaining in 
the files of private companies-and 
these copies could be demanded by 
government agents. 


I attacked that decision in two 


speeches, Dec. 13, 1961, at Texarkana, 
Ark.-Tex. and Feb. 16, 1962, at Shreve- 
port, La., both of which were reported 
by the wire services. 


The Census of Manufactures form 


mailed out for the year 1962, in 
1963, 


repeated the usual guarantee of secre- 
cy, and some time after that I had a re- 
searcher check Washington for any re- 
versal of the supreme court decision of 
Dec. 11, 1961, and was told the decision 
remained standing. 


Now the 1967 Census of Manufactures 


form not only repeats the pledge of se- 
crecy as to the original reports filed 
with the Census Bureau but declares 
that this secrecy also covers the copies 
in private files. 


This is in direct contradiction to the 


supreme court ruling of Dec. 11, 1961- 
and someone in Washington ought to 
stand up and tell us either the supreme 
court has reversed itself or the Census 
Bureau is guilty of misrepresentation, 
deceit, and untruth.

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REDS AIM SOLID LEFT 
AT DE GAULLE

pARIS-(NEA)-Not since 


the Popular Front of the 1930s 
have French Communists felt 
as cocky as they do today. 


The reason is that after 30 


years of bickering, the parties 
of the Left, i n c l u d i n g the 
Communists, have agreed to 
sink their differences in order 
to wage all-out war against 
President de Gaulle. 


Specifically, the Federation 


of the Left, which comprises 
French 
Socialists, 
Radicals 


and various splinter groups, 
has agreed to a "minimum 
common platform" with the 
Communists. 
This platform 


contains such obvious sops to 
the Reds as the demand for 
full 
French 
recognition 
of 


North Vietnam, and the East 
German regime. 


The Communists, in turn, 


have agreed not to press for 
the dismantling of the Europ- 
ean Common Market. 


Architect of this electoral 


pact is Francois Mitterand, 
52-year-old leader of the Fed- 
eration of the Left. He hopes 
one day to be elected presi- 
dent of France and polled 44.8 
per cent of the vote when he 
ran against De Gaulle in 1965. 


Mitterand, the son of a rail- 


way worker, and active in the 
French Resistance during the 
War, 
c o u l d not get elected 


without Communist support, 
as things stand at the mo- 
ment. Once elected, however, 
he might easily find himself 
a captive of the Reds. 
: The problem is not an im- 
mediate one, as the next pres- 
idential election is not until 
1972. 
But De Gaulle is 77 


years old, and there is always 
the possibility of him dying or 
b e c o m i n g 
incapacitated— 


what the French refer to dis- 
creetly as the "biological solu- 
tion." 
: Meanwhile, the French Com- 
munist party is sitting pretty 
for any eventuality. 
In the 


past two years it has man- 
aged to acquire a veneer of 
respectability.

1967," Andrieu told me. "Most 
of these were young people 
between 25 and 35 years of 
age."

The "Shadow Cab- 
inet" meets once a week when 
the National Assembly is in 
session, and determines what 
stand the Left opposition will 
take on such issues as the 
government's nuclear 
power 


program, the use of gold as a

'"Hernu admits that France's 
proportional voting system, 
with two ballots, 
tends to 


polarize opinion into leftwing 
and rightwing camps, but he 
sees nothing dangerous in the 
wiping out of the center or 
moderate parties. 


If the Federation of the Left 


should get a majority in the 
National Assembly it would 
seek to repeal Article 16 of 
the Constitution which allows 
the president to rule without 
parliament in a n a t i o n a l 
emergency. It would also seek 
to curtail the president's term 
of office f r o m the present 
seven years to four years. 


The one issue on which the 


Communists and their non- 
Communist allies of the Left 
are likely to fall out is the 
European Common Market. 
Mitterand, for example, is an 
ardent "European," and his 
federation 
attaches

Europe that is united politic- 
ally. 


The Communists, on
